NIHILISTS IN RUSSIAN SOHOOLS. 


Boys and Girls Stadying Nihilist 
Books in Secret Socictics. 
London News.] 

While the Russian Government has 
hitherto devoted its undivided atten- 
tion with ary success to the 
suppression nihilistic tendencies 
among the student of the universities, 
the gymuasia, the polytechnic schools 
and private lyceums have esca the 
inquisitorial measures of the ministers 
of police. Recently the most alarming 
discoveries have been made among the 
male and female students of these 
scholastic institutions. At Ekaterino- 
slav it was first discovered that the 
elder boys and girls of the different 
gymnasia met on vertain evenings in 
private rooms for the reading and dis- 
cussion of Socialistic literature, and 
each member of the secret soviety con- 
tributed a small sum toward the clan- 
destine purchase of the — 
brochures as fast as they appea 
The discovery resylted in the — 
ate arrest of a number of students 
of both sexes, and a general investi 
tion was at once instituted in all 
chief scholastic centers. 

In Raratoff a similar but much bet- 
ter organized secret society of male and 
female students was discovered. Here 

they had a complete secret library of 
Nihilistic and Socialistic literature in 
active circulation, with a president, 
secretary and treasurer. The worst 
feature in the eyes of the authorities of 
the Raratoff diseovery is that the ma- 
jority of the male students of the 
society were students of the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Semin It was found that these 
young had single 
copies lith immense 
amount of cop — of N ihilistic proclama- 
tions, which were circulated almost 
broadcast. Similar discoveries have 
been — 2 here in Odessa, and at Kief, 
Kasan, Moscow, Ananiev Smolensk, 
Tver, Memiroff and other places. The 
little town of Memiroff ap to 
possess the most uniquely 
ter. There, it is stated on the authority 
of ministerial investigating agents, the 
whole of the students, male and female, 
in every class, are concerned in the 
secret propaganda and study of forbid- 
den literature.

TEE LIVING SPONGE. 


OF ANIMAL LIFE. 


The Species Propagated by 4 Bud- 
ding Growth of Young Sponges, 
Many of Which Remain to In- 
crease the Original Mass. 


The sponge of commerce is a relic 
— lite, the skeleton, 
basis, or axis, of the animal of that 
name, and to prove its animal origin 
awe need but to submit it to the fire to 
ize the odor of horn familiar in 
the destruction bv fire, of animal sub- 
stafice. The sponges, however, belong 
to the protozoa, or lowest animal sub- 
division, and are of a very simple type 
of organization, so low that until re- 
cently it has been a subject of dispute 
— they should be ascribed to — 
animal or vegetable kingdom, 
cently a remarkable circulation a 
the sponge has been discovered, and 
inspection with the microscope it may 
be observed that the water which is 
taken in by the sponge, through the 
small pores, is ejected at the larger 
ones, and that in these streams which 
it ejects are minute particles plainly 
discernible. The sponge is sup 
to receive its nourishment through 1 the 
organic particles.
